To John A. ‘Miller, Esq., 
Sheriff of Contra ‘Costa County, . 
Martinez, California. 
_ My Dear Sheriff: 


It has always been my opinion that a District. 
Attorney is primarily a prosecutor and legal advisor; — 


and the Sheriff is the policeman of the County. 

You have the facilities to properly police this 
County. I have not the same facilities. Confusion 
frequently exists when both the’ Sheriff and District 
Attorney attempt to be police officers. There is, in 
such instances, an overlapping of jurisdiction which 
disenables the people of a county from placing re- 
sponsibility for lack of proper law enforcement upon 
one or the other of these county officials. This over- 
lapping of jurisdiction and consequent failure to fix 
responsibility for lack of proper enforcement is not 
fundamentally. sound, and is exceedingly expensive. 

The people of this county by a substantial major- 
ity expressed their confidence in your ability to police 
this county as Sheriff. 

With these things in mind I do not feel it incum- 
bent upon me to, myself, refuse to repose this con- 
fidence in you by attempting to act as a policeman. 

Until such time as it may become necessary, if 
ever, for the District Attorney to make arrests for 
“moral law” violations such as ordinary gambling 
law violations this office will act as a prosecutor of 


these violators after you have arrested them and 


brought them in for prosecution. | 

With your facilities and your expressed desire to 
strictly enforce these so-called “moral laws” I feel 
sure that economy can be effected by the elimination 
of this duplication in activities of the Sheriff. and 
District Attorney; and that_we can look for real, effi- 
cient criminal administration in this county.

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More About Origin of “O. K: - 


Ohio Writer Adinits That 


His Great State Has Been 


Wrongly Credited’ With Giving Birth to 
This Most Popular Americanism. 


Sad but true, out tumbles the bot- 
tom from one of :-the most romantic 
stories in our whole QOhioana. ' 

For contrary to state-wide belief. 
the Whig rally in Urbana in the 
campaign of 1840 wus not the ocea- 
sion for the origin of O. K., probably 
our most popular Americanism: And 
as a result of evidence disproving 
this version, its origin is as definite- 
ly unknown and as open to specula- 
tion as ever, H. J. Carr: writes, In 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

A unique expression, employed: by 
every one from college presidents to 
illiterates (President Wilson used it 
on official documents) and under- 
stood the world over as denoting 
agreement. or approval of something, 
O. K. has been traced back by au- 
thorities to various sources. © 

While the New Standard diction- 
ary says it is the result of the mis- 
reading of O. R., “ordered recorded,” 
Webster’s New Internationa) tells us 
it probably comes from the Choctaw 
okeh. “It is so and not otherwise.” 

According to another version, it is 
a hangover from Gen, Andrew Jack- 
son's use of thése letters to indorse 
official papers as correct (Orl Kor- 
rect)—which, as a stab at his illiter- 
acy, was employed as a party cry 
in the campaign of 1832. 

Moreover, while some attribute it 
to Josh Billings and fellow humor- 
ists, others contend that Jacob Ar- 
tor voiced it to indicate the standing 
of traders about whom he was ques- 
tioned. Another speculation attrib- 
utes its origin to Old Keokuk, an 
Indian chief who is said to have 
signed treaties with the initials O. K. 

In Colonial days the best tobacco 
and rum were imported from Aux 
Cayes, and from this fact Aux Cayes 
(pronounced O K), became a popu- 
lar expression for excellence. Btcet- 
era, etcetera—in fact, this expres- 
sion that you say every day has been 
traced back to almost everything ex- 
cept as an incident in the fall of 
the Roman empire. 

But the most popularly accepted 
version, because of its probability, 
has been the Urbana Whig rally of 
September 15, 1840, in which Ohio’s 
Gen, W. H. Harrison was making a 
bid for the Presidency. The success 
of a political meeting in those days 
was judged by the attendance, the 
number of wagons drawn by the 
most horses, the number and bigness 
of banners and the catchy slogans 
painted on them, : 

For this tumultuous gathering, at 
which General Harrison spoke for 
two hours, twelve tables were set, 
each 200 feet long, from which the 
thousands and thousands of persons 
were stuffed with barbecued oxen, 
sheep, deer and other mammalia, 
and of course honest-to-goodness 
hard cider, which was as necessary 
then as nickel cigars are now. 

One enthusiastic Whig farmer, to 
make an ostentatious impression In 
the parade, rigged up a large wagon

platform was crudely: painted the in-| 


scription; The People Is Ol] Korrect. 

Seizing upon the misspelling, Dem- 
ocratic papers exhibited’ ft as evi- 
dence of the ignorance of the sup- 
porters of Harrison.’ Orators carried 
around handbills bearing the slogan 
and threw them out to the shouting 
hearers. Samuel Medary, famous for 
his zeal in attacking the Whigs‘ In 
his paper, the Statesman, enjoyed 
himself devoting his columns to the 
farmer's illiteracy, which was sup- 
posed to be typical of everyone fa- 
voring Harrison. 

This mounting ridicule, getting un- 
der their skin, continued to baffle 
all faithful Whigs—that is, all ex- 
cept one. He was Daniel, Leffel, a 
typical tavern proprietor of the time, 
who thought it best to ward off the 
derision by making the most of the 


mistake: So he painted-O K tn large 
capital letters over the front door of 
his tavern in Springfield to convey 
the impression that his tavern was 
“Ol. Korrect.”* 

The “O. K.” inn, as it was on the 
national highway, which led to the 
great West, was visited by numerous 
travelers; and this strange -combina- 
tion of letters lingered in their mem- 
ory, especially since the ‘ospitality, 
food and spirits were as “Oll Kor- 
rect” as advertised. And. so these 
travelers began to jocularly recom- 
mend things as O. K. 

Leffel’s tavern was spared until 
1901, when it was torn down to make 
ruom for the Ohio State Masonic 
home, into whose ownership the 
property had passed. The originally 
inscribed O K remained abeve the 


door for about 60 years until the) 


bricks upon which it was painted 
were removed.and scattered‘ by the 
wrecking -crew. 

That the farmer of Champaign 
county displayed a banner bearing 
Oll Korrect and that these letters 
were painted on this wayside inn in 
Springfield are unquestionable facts. 

But that the expression had its 
origin in this meeting is untrue, for 
the reason that.Samuel Medary, who 
was supposed to have started the 
ball rolling in print, had used the 
expression in his paper several days 
before the rally took place. 


Expect ‘Census to Show 
Changes in Population 


The census of agriculture, which 
will be taken early this year, may 
be expected to reveal many and im- 
portant changes in land tenure in the 
United States and even show a vio 
lent disturbance in the balance be- 
tween rural and urban population. 
Signs of the times that have been 
persisting since the last farm census 


point the way. The 1930: census was’ 


taken in the twilight of an industria! 
prosperity that has bad few rivals 
and well along in the depths of farm 
despondency that also stands out in 
history. The backward march from 
population centers to the farm had 
not started in force. So, the popula- 
tion count of 1930 was made at what 
was very close to the peak of the as- 
cendency of urban population over 
rural. 

A similar count for the forthcom- 
ing census will reveal a great: dif- 
ference in rural urban population, 
with a larger number of rural folk 
living if not working on fewer acres, 
many of them no doubt on a subsist- 
ence basis. Belief is that millions of 
former city workers who came from 
the farm have gone back there. To 
this factor must be added the un- 
questioned fact that rural births 
have more than balanced rural 
deaths, while the birth rate.in cities 
in steady decline supports § the 
thought that the 1935 count of popu- 
lations will serve to change the ratio 
by which 56 per cent of the popula- 
tion of continental United States is 
urban and only 44 per cent rural. 
It is doubtful, of course, if we ever 
recross the line that was crossed be- 
tween 1910 and 1920, when urban 
population exceeded rural for the 
first time, but there are many rea- 
sons to be found in suppert of belief 
that the 1935.count will be nearer 
balance. What ‘will come to pass 
when industry is back on its feet 
and the business of urban centers is 
humming, as {t has hummed before, 
ig another matter.. But we must in 
all fairness consider the happy time 
to come when the farming industry 
is back on its feet and humming and 


There.are before us many schemes 
leading to the country, some of them 
good’and géme npt so good: We are 
looking’ forward to the rehabilita- 
tion of the farm and farm life and, 
in natural sequence, revival of the 
smaller centers, of business and in- 
dustry that are classed rural and 
will probably always remain rural 
in the separation established by the 


census department. Decentralization 
of industry has its advocates who 
view industrial workers in the char- 
acter of part-time farm workers on 
their own subsistence acres. Great 
areas of submarginal land are to be 
withdrawn and the land that ifs left 
worked to better advantage, with 
more workers on the fewer acres. 
Unemployables will be farmed out on 
their own small holdings, and the 
country made attractive to persons 


who are unhappy.in the cities.—St. 


Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Dog’s Ears Attuned to 
the Meaning of Sounds 


A Hamburg scientist has an- 
nounced the result of a recent ex- 
periment which should be of inter- 
est to all who ever owned or loved 
a dog. Dr. Emmanuel Sarris, of the 
Institute for Environmental Re- 
search, declares that dogs “learn 


‘the meaning of certain words very 


well and are not fooled by similar 
words.” Several dogs were used, 
named variously, Paris, Haris, Aris, 
etc.; yet, says the Hamburg dispatch, 
“they learned to respond to their 
names perfectly.” 

It is likely that Doctor Sarris ex- 
perimented with dogs of a breed 
known variously as German shep- 
herd, German police, Belgian police 
and Alsatian, a breed which is pe- 
culiarly adapted to work requiring 
quick intelligence. Moreover, the ex- 
periments were carried on indoors.
